The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for 

allowance : 

3. Independent Claims 2, 5 and 8 are allowable because none of 
the prior art of record disclose a voltage protection device 
wherein an input voltage from an adapter is supplied to input 
terminal of a first control module and outputted the input 
voltage to input terminal of a second control module when the 
input voltage is less then a preset maximum voltage in 
combination with the other claim limitations. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 are dependent on Claim 2 and therefore 
allowable . 
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5. Claims 6 and 7 are dependent on Claim 5 and therefore 
allowable . 

Related prior art. 

6. Thomas et al. (6,331,763) disclose a Device And Method For 
Protection Of Rechargeable Elements. The device provides 
protection from an overvoltage, an overcurrent and an 
undervoltage conditions. Thomas et al. teaches two protection 
elements (Fig. 2, Pos. 20, 22) connected in series between a 
charger (28) and a battery (24) . In order for the charger to 
provide a charge to the battery both elements should be in "on" 
conditions. On Figure 24 show a circuit (Fig. 24 Pos. 100) 
wherein an overvoltage protection module (102) and undervoltage 
protection module (Pos. 103) connected in series. Nevertheless 
none of Prior Art indicates a PDA comprising a main device for 
data processing with a socket for connecting to an adapter 
comprising an overvoltage protection module and undervoltage 
protection module are connected in series.
